His descriptions of America 
and American people are sta rtling 
and yet pitilessly true. 
In them he 
characterizes Mark 
Twain as

greates of hisklod^incelCervantes and 
truthfully laDds the A perica n women 
as the queens of the world.

wise throughout the volume he curses 
us politically, morally and intellect­ 
ually and gives vent to an unusual ac~

finish for doors, b aseb oards, picture 
molds, etc. 
Brass or silver hardware 
should b o used with b lack woodwork,

wrought Iron for woods with natural 
finish. 
Southern pine and cypress in 
the eastern part of the United States 
and redwood and Oregon pine are the 
cheapest woods for interior finish in 
this country. 
When those woods are 
merely oiled and rub b ed down they can 
b e made to do duty most satisfactorily 
in cheaper houses. 
It is sometimes advisab le to paint 
the woodwork of b edchamb ers in col­ 
ors which correspond to the figure in 
the wall paper, the accessories of the 
toilet tab le, etc. A pretty b edchamb er 
may thus he evolved from a iot of un­ 
attractive articles if the walls are pa­ 
pered with pretty yellow roses on a 
white ground and the ceiling with 
frieze caleimined in clear pale yellow, 
the woodwork painted tint in the flow­ 
ers, and the iron or wooden b edstead, 
some wooden chairs and wicker ones 
painted in eggshell gloss with the 
same yellow.—W oman’s Home Com­ 
panion.

It is perhaps not k nown to all the 
world that the rifle of Kit Carson, the 
great western hunter, scout and ex ­ 
plorer, is carefully preserved and may ( 
be seen by those who k now its where­ 
abouts. 
At the time of Kit Carson’s 
death he left this rifle to Montezuma | 
lodge, F. and A. M., of Santa Fe, N. ! 
M., in whose 
charge it has remained 
ever since, an object of great interest, 
and very highly 
prized by all members 
of that society. 
1 
Montezuma lodge is one of the oldest 
organizations of that nature west of j 
the Missouri river. 
It was organized i 
as long ago as 3849, at which time the 
ancient town of Santa Fe wras just be­ 
ginning to tak e in part the color of the 
western bound Anglo-Sax on civiliza- 
j 
tion. Fremont’s flrst trip to the Iiock y 
mountains was made in 1842. 
There 
were few white men i.i all that part of 
the west at the time of the founding of j 
Montezuma lodge, but Kit Carson was 
one of these early members. 
To his 
brothers of the society he left what 
may have been one of his most cherish- j 
ed possessions.—Field and Stream.
